Georgia probably will not 
be called upon to furnish any 
men in the November draft 
because of the large number 
of enlistments from this state, 
Lieutenant Colonel Sterling 


A. Wood, of Fort Benning, | 


said in Columbus yesterday 


before a meeting of newspa- | 


per advertising men. 

His statement came as plans 
were rushed to completion for the 
_registration tomorrow of 436,000 
¥Gcorgians between 21 to 36 years 
of age. From that number a per- 
centage may be called to the col- 
ors eventually, but indications are 
that the call will not come with 
the first draft. 

Colonel Wood said Georgia’s 
quota will be its proportion of the 
total population, or 1-43 of the to- 
tal number of men called in the 
first draft. However, the state will 
credit against this figure the 
number of Georgians now in serv- 
ice. 

9,295 Enlist. 

Although the total number of 
natives now in service is not déf- 
initely known, Fourth Corps Area 
headquarters disclosed that 9,295 
Georgians have _ enlisted in the 
army and navy during the past 13 
months. Probably a larger num- 
ber ‘had enlisted prior 
time. 

If War Department plans are 
followed strictly, and 400,000 men 
are drafted in November, Georgia 
will not be called upon to send 
even one man to the service. Her 
_estimated quota of this first draft 
@js 9,302 men, slightly in excess of 
the state’s volunteers since Sep- 
tember, 
the total number of Georgians 
now in arms. However, the final 
decision may not come until Oc- 
tober 30 after the first draft lot- 
tery. 

Georgia leads the south as well 
as the nation with enlistments. In 
announcing the volunteers during 
the past 13 months, the area head- 
Quarters also released the number 
from other states in the Fourth 
Corps jurisdiction. These figures 
are Alabama, 5,851; Florida, 3,- 
233; South Carolina, 4,911: North 
Carolina, 7,554; Tennessee, 5,600; 
Louisiana, 4,660; Mississippi, 
3,605.

America Speaks 
Through the lips of President Roosevelt, in 
his Saturday night speech from Dayton, Ohio, 
America spoke to the entire world, setting 
forth a policy, in the war situation, which has 
the approval of an overwhelming majority of 
the people of this country. 


A new note of firmness is notable in recent 
United States reaction to ominous moves by 
the Axis powers and their partner, Japan. The 
value of firmness has been well illustrated in 
the sudden change of tone by Japanese spokes- 
men. Their bluff has, for the time being, at 
least, been called. The reopening of the Burma 
road by Britain, the cessation of American 
subsidies on wheat shipped to Chinese ports, 
from whence it has gone to feed the Japanese 
troops in China, the Canadian embargo on 
copper, all coming the same day, emphatically 
told the Japanese that Britain and the. United 
States are acting together in the Far East, 
actually if not officially. 


And, immediately following these actions, 
the blustering threats that had formerly 
come from Tokyo ceased and, instead, we were 
assured that the German-Italian-Japanese 
treaty was not aimed against this country at 
all. | 

Of course, this Japanese “backing down” 
may only be temporary. It may be a postpone- 
ment of offensive action for better timing a 
little later on. In any event, it has demon- 
strated that firmness is the only policy Tokyo 
understands and that the-policy of the few 
remaining “appeasers” in this country is a 
fatal policy for the safety of the United States. 


President Roosevelt declared that no pos- 
sible combination of dictator powers could di- 
vert the help this country can give to Britain 
in her fight for human liberties. He warned 
that the Western Hemisphere was well able 
to defend itself against all attacks and stated, 
categorically, that defense of the Americas in- 
cluded the keeping open, for free commerce, 
of the Atlantic and Pacific oceans. 


To these sentiments all Americans, with but 
few exceptions, will agree. The country is to- 
day aware that the fate of democracy, here 
as in Europe, rests upon the outcome of the 
fight now raging between Britain and her al- 
lies and the Axis. And everyone in this coun- 
try is now ready, and willing, to do everything 
possible to help Britain to win. 


The President’s speech of Saturday served 
notice to the world that in this life and death 
struggle the United States can only be on the 
Side of freedom; that she is irrevocably com- 
mitted to that side and that no power on earth 
can stop this nation from extending help, in 
unlimited degree, to Britain. 


It is good to have that made clear to the 
world. There can be no questioning, from now 
on, of our position. | 


The next step should be the quick smoth- 
ering, as promised by the President, of all 
Fifth Column and subversive activities on this 
Side of either ocean. For, through these enemy 
agents in our midst, the common foe is already 
attacking us and we must throw out his se- 
cret invaders, if we are to keep our shores 
inviolate. 


“All Will Be Well.” 


Those reassuring words were spoken, on 
Sunday, to British children all over the world 
by Princess Elizabeth, 14-year-old eldest child 
of King George and Queen Elizabeth. 


Those words, in childish voice, carried the 
very essence of the courage and the faith that 
fills the British people in this hour of their 
greatest trial. 

Those words should be kept ever in the 
memory and the heart of every man and wom- 
an, British or not, who believes in the right- 
eousness of human liberty and in the rights 
of man under democracy. 

If that courage, and that faith, are firmly 
held, even though the darkest hours are yet 
to come, all will truly be well when the final 
chapter is concluded. It could not be otherwise. 

“And when peace comes,” the princess con- 
tinued, “it will be for us children of today to

It is that thought that backs and supports 
the courage of those men and women who are 
today dying for the cause of liberty. It is for 
their children, and their children’s children, 
that they sacrifice, in order that the coming 
generations shall not live the lives of slaves 
to any dictator-ruled state. And it is faith in 
the children of today that assures us all that 
a better world is coming. The youngsters who 
serve and watch and trust, today, are a finer 
generation than any that has gone before. 


Not Our Language 

The United States, either its government 
or the people themselves, don’t think in the 
same way as do the Axis powers. The con- 
ceptions of this country are totally different. 
We don’t, in short, think in the same language 
at all. 

This was never more forcefully illustrated 
than in the editorial which recently appeared 
in Popolo D’Italia, newspaper owned by 
Benito Mussolini, Italian dictator. That news- 
paper seriously proposes that the United States 
become another partner in the infamous Axis, 
joining with Germany, Italy and Japan and, 
as reward, “obtain for herself more territory 
on the American continent.” Canada, pre- 
sumably, or any other piece of acreage we 
might covet. 

What the Mussolinian mind is not able to 
grasp is that this nation has absolutely no 
ambitions for “more territory.” We are per- 
fectly satisfied and content to live in our own 
house and let the neighbors live in their 
houses. We covet no territory of anyone and 
we want only to improve our own and to im- 
prove the lives of our own folks. 

The trouble is, there are. other nations in 
the world who won’t let us alone. They keep 
prodding and exasperating and casting long- 
ing eyes over to our side of the international 
street. They admire our national home nd 
would dearly love a goodly slice of it. 

That’s the cause of all the trouble. If only 
the world’s trouble makers, Germany and Italy 
and Japan, would learn the simple lesson of 
living at home and not coveting the homes of 
neighbors, we could all be happy. 

No, thank you, Benito. You can’t tempt us 
with the “more territory” gag. Shucks, man, 
we haven’t learned to properly operate what 
we've got, yet.

But then they return, undoubtedly 
stronger than ever, as outraged nature tries 
to expel not only the original irritation, but 
the fog of garlic odor as well. 

It has been said that soldiers in battle have 
preferred gas attacks to the onset of an enemy 
force fed on garlic.

CAPTAIN ELLIOTT ROOSEVELT. 

“Elliott Roosevelt, a son of the President, 
denies any favoritism was shown him when he 
was given a commission as a captain in the air 
corps,” says the DENVER POST, which adds: 
“Thousands of other Americans have volunteered 
and are volunteering. Many of them would not 
be subject to call under the draft. But are they 
being given commissions as a captain? Not much! 
They start in as privates.” And the CHICAGO 
DAILY NEWS recalls, “His commission was 
granted within a few days after his father had 
signed the bill conscripting the nation’s man- 
power for military service. ... He is given a post 
of distinction, authority and honor by the very 
authorities charged with maintaining the imper- 
sonal impartiality of the draft machinery—the 
War Department and the President. Inevitably it 
breeds dubiety, distrust and cynicism concerning 
a matter on which the nation should be trust- 
ingly united.” 

In the same vein, the KANSAS CITY TIMES 
points out that “Commissions as reserve officers 
are supposed to be made only after examinations 
and recommendations by an army board. As a 
usual thing new officers in the reserves begin 
with the lowest rank of second lieutenant and 
vacancies in the higher ranks are filled from the 


lower. For a specialist to come into the reserves 


with so high a rank as captain usually means 
eminence in his field. None of these require- 
ments was met in the appointment of the Presi- 
dent’s son as .captain.” And the SAVANNAH 
NEWS says: “In defending his appointment, El- 
liott Roosevelt is quoted as saying: ‘Under the 
terms of the act I would not be subject to call 
now under the draft because I have a wife and 
two children.’

A BLUFF IS CALLED WASHINGTON, Oct. 14.—Despite the 


is anguished warnings of the timid, the 
administration’s firm policy in the Far East has already scored an 
important temporary success. Within 24 hours, the Japanese gov- 
ernment changed its tune completely. 

The same foreign office spokesman, Yakichiro Suma, who had 
been breathing threats of war, suddenly began to coo of peace and 
amity; the same foreign minister, Yosuke Matsuoka, who had boast- 
ed that the Rome-Tokyo-Berlin pact meant we must fight to main- 
tain the status quo in the Pacific, hastily explained the pact was 
not aimed at this country after all. And Ambassador Joseph C. 
Grew was anxiously recalled from a rest in the country, to be 
assured that conflict with the United States would be the very last 
thing to enter any Japanese mind. 

Three simple events produced this sudden reversal. (1) Ameri- 
cans in China were formally called home. (2) Export~ subsidies 
were withheld from wheat going to Chinese ports to feed the Japa- 
nese army. (3) Canada embargog@d copper exports to Japan. All 
three events took place on the same day, while our minister to 
Canada, the able Jay Pierrepone Moffatt, was in Washington for 
consultation with the State Department. Taken together with the 
British opening of the Burma road, the three simultaneous events 
clearly indicated the establishment of a solid, though informal, 
British-American front in the Far East. Not one of the three events 
really inconvenienced the Japanese. Yet a Japanese climb-down 
ensued overnight. 


LEAHY FOR STARK? All this is ancient history by now, 

: ' but deserves to be rehearsed as the 
most compelling of several reasons for suspecting that an even 
firmer Far Eastern policy is to be looked for in the future. Firm- 
ness has succeeded splendidly once. It is doubly likely to be tried 
again. Furthermore, while the party favoring firmness grows 
stronger, the party of caution seems to be rapidly losing ground 
within the administration. Significant straws in the wind are the 
rumors that the governor general of Puerto Rico, Admiral William 
D. Leahy, has been recalled for conference at the Whte House be- 
cause his reappointment as chief of naval operations is being seri- 
ously considered. 

Admiral Leahy is not only one of the ablest naval strategists of 
our time, and probably the President’s favorite officer; he is also 
a bold man and a convinced advocate of firmness. Admiral Harold 
R. Stark, on the other hand, while capable, is intensely cautious. 
The rumors cannot be finally confirmed, but are credited in ex- 
tremely authoritative quarters. If they are correct, Stark will be 
given some such post as the inspectorship of all the navy’s shore 
establishments and building programs, which will give his ad- 
ministrative talents a larger field. Meanwhile Leahy, serving under 
a special dispensation of the age limit, will replace Stark in his 
present post. The shift will probably come—if it comes at all— 
after the local elections in Puerto Rico, at which Leahy wishes to 
be present. , 

The party of firmness already includes Secretary of State Cor- 
dell Hull, Secretary of the Navy Frank Knox, Secretary of War 
Henry L. Stimson and Secretary of the Treasury Henry Morgen- 
thau Jr. With the recruitment of Leahy, it would become almost 
irresistible. Finally, the President’s political reasons far caution 
have been pretty completely exorcised by Wendell L. Willkie. 

In San Francisco, Willkie got ahead of the President by calling 
for all possible aid to China, and now in Rhode Island he has out- 
distanced the President again, suggesting an embargo on all im- 
ports from Japan. This is, of course, the strongest measure pro- 
posed by anyone. Other possible lines of action are supplying arms 
arid planes to China, increasing the recent Chinese loan to the 
$100,000,000 originally asked by T. V. Soong, accepting the reliably 
reported British invitation to use their Pacific naval bases, and 
employing additional economic sanctions. 


PLANNED IN BERLIN The Pacific flare-up was undoubted- 
ly planned in Berlin, as a test of this 
country, during the negotiations leading to the Rome-Berlin-Tokyo 
act. We have survived the test in a fashion extremely disagree- 
able to the Axis, but there may be other tests ahead. It must be 
remembered that Russia has it in her power to pull the plug on 
China, and thus vastly aid the Japanese. Although the Russians 
are asserting they will continue to supply China, it is hardly a good 
sign that Foreign Affairs Commissar Molotov has recently been 
dodging our ambassador to Moscow, Lawrence Steinhardt. It sug- 
gests that Molotov has wanted to see how much pressure the Ger- 
man ambassador, Von Der Schulenburg, would put on him, and 
whether he would be forced to sign a Russo-Japanese nonaggres- 
sion pact. 

Von Der Schulenburg has just returned to Moscow. If it is to 
materialize at all, the Russo-Japanese pact will probably be ar- 
ranged very shortly. Meanwhile, the American policymakers re- 
main convinced that even if such a pact is signed the Russians will 
not abide by it. And although there are still grave dangers ahead, 
the policy of firmness will be pursued.

“PERPETUAL FRIENDSHIP” All wishful thinking and 


. some serious diplomatic at- 
tention now are devoted to the Balkans. The Balkans may act 
against Hitler. 

The Balkans have been the witches’ kettle of Europe for many 
generations. And this new attention is directed toward them be- 
cause the traditional dislike of the Slav for the Teuton seems to 


’ 


be evidencing itself;\and slight though the evidence may be, it is4 


of dramatic interest. 

Rumanian is gone and Germany seems to have the ear of Hun- 
gary. Bulgaria, that most unfortunate of nations, is scheduled to 
be next. And Bulgaria does not wish to be next. Bulgaria will 
fight if Russia and Turkey indicate they will come in to assist her. 
If not, the realistic Bulgars will permit the Germans to come in and 
“train their troops.” 

The background of the Balkan effort to remain out of future 
wars is interesting. The first World War left scars which were 
unhealed, they being territorial scars. Hungary and Rumania re- 
cently went through an adjustment. 

At the beginning of February, 1934, Turkey, Greece, Rumania 
and Yugoslavia signed the Balkan pact. It provided mutual guar- 
anty of territorial integrity, mutual security against aggression, and 
an agreement to make no outside treaties without common consent. 

This pact worked for a time. When Yugoslavia’s King Alex- 
ander was murdered, the partners of the pact put pressure on Hun- 
gary for harbofing the murderers. In 1935 Turkey sent troops to 
strategic points to prevent Bulgaria’s threatened invasion of Greece 
during the Greek revolution of that year, 


TWO OUTSIDERS Albania, now a conquered Italian province, 
and Bulgaria refused to join the pact. In 
the first place, it largely was directed toward Italy. And Albania, 
even then, was under the Italian thumb. 
Bulgaria refused to join because she, having suffered terri- 
torial losses in the war, wanted certain territorial concessions which 
her neighbors refused to grant. 


Bulgaria did, however, sign a pact with Yugoslavia guaranteeing) 


perpetual peace. This was signed in January of 1937. 


Meanwhile Italy had been busy with pacts. This was a period 
of pacts. At Geneva one of the statesmen said, “Europe has suf- 
fered from an inflation of pacts.” And Mussolini was quoted as 
saying, “The last war was fought to end war; the next one will be 
a war to end pacts.” 


At any rate, Italy was interested in Austria. That unhappy 
country had wanted to join Germany. In 1918, when the republic 
was acclaimed in Austria, the constitution contained a clause that 
the Germanic-Austrian republic was a part of the democratic 
German republic. 


The Council of the League of Nations ordered Austria to strike 
this from her constitution, and it was done. The League then gave 
a loan to Austria, the first of two such loans designed to assist 
her wobbling economic condition to maintain this “independence.” 


At any rate, Italy made a pact with Hungary and Austria. 


It lasted until Germany marched in and took Austria. For a 
time, in its early years, it was an effective bolster to Austria during 
the time the ill-fated Dolfuss was seeking to maintain stability. 


CURSE OF SECOND SIGHT During this period of “pacts” 

there occurred something which 
second sight shows us might have been the safety valve which 
would have stopped Hitler. 

In 1932 a treaty was proposed, an economic treaty. It might 
have prevented the present world conditions. The French offered 
the Tardieu plan. This was a plan whereby “the five Danubian 
countries, Austria, Hungary, Yugoslavia, Rumania and Czechoslo- 
vakia, would have worked out economic co-operation. It could 
have been their salvation. 

A four-power conference discussed it. Germany was willing to 
make concessions, although opposing all the plan. England opposed 


it. Italy opposed it because of the fear of the Czechs and the bene=@f 


fits they would receive. France opposed it when Germany ap- 
peared willing to agree to most of it. 

It was to the hungry Balkans that Hitler turned when, in 1935, 
he began to rearm at a furious pace. Germany bought heavily 
from each of these countries, Bulgaria, Yugoslavia, Rumania. and 
Greece. Yugoslavia had, in 1935, credits of 21,000,000 reichmarks 
in Germany. Others had almost as much. Germany said she could 
not pay in gold. So Germany began to send goods in for the credits. 
Germany since that time has dominated the economics of the Bel- 
kans, as she might not have done had the pact of mutual co-opera- 
tion been adopted some>years before. The hold was less on Ru- 
mania than any other because Rumania could get gold for her oil. 
Thus, Germany has gone in to make sure she does contro] the 
economy, and oil, ofqgRumania. 

These countries, even though they knew the trade arrangement 
was temporary, were conquered by German influence and German 
credits. Some of them would have broken long ago, but it soon 
was apparent the old Allied powers, France and England, could 
not give them any assistance. That was why the Czechoslovakian 
barter at Munich was so detrimental to the Allied cause. 

Now Turkey, strongest of the signers of the pact, looks with 
Greece and Bulgaria toward Russia. Russia doesn’t want war, 
probably won’t fight. But Russia may move troops in to a point 
where Germany could collide with them if Germany advances. 

It will be interesting. Most interesting. ‘The Turk, with aid 
from. Russia, could turn the tide. 


They Must Recognize

Jefferson foresaw and dreaded the time when free men would 
discover their power to loot the public treasury, but so far as we 
know he did not foresee or prophesy the similar weakness of 
democracy that would prove equally ruinous. 

Roosevelt’s critics seems to think he invented the process of 
centralizing and increasing power, but it has been operating in the 
Same way since the beginning. 

It is a cumulative process, for once a bureau is established, it 
is here to stay. And its jobholders and their powers and the tax to 
support them are eternal fixtures. 

Thus, year by year, the burden and the power of government 
increase, and freedom slowly but surely dies.

Dr. E. Staniey Jones, mission- 
ary in India since 1907, author of 
“The Christ of the Indian Road,” 
and other widely known books, 
is leading a National Christian 
Mission, launched in Kansas City 
last week, to “reach the unreach- 
ed millions of people in the 
United States with the message 
of Christianity, seeking to restore 
the inner resources of the nation 
through repentance, faith, devo- 
tion and responsible citizenship by 
which a new world order of jus- 
tice and peace may come. The 
mission is united also in its be- 
lief that the democratic way. of 
life, to which it is devoted, re- 
quires spiritual foundations.” 

Twenty-three strategic cities of 
the nation will be visited by this 
mission, composed of prominent 
preachers and laymen, under the 
direction of Dr. Jesse Moren 
Bader, of the Federal Council of 
Churches of Christ in America.

Fund Assists 
Atlanta Blind. 
To a New Life 


Depression, Hopeful- 
ness Erased by Gain- 
ful Work in Shop. 


By WILLARD COPE. 


When they first come in and'| 


join up, they are depressed and 


fairly hopeless. Over months, or 
years, they have been struggling 
to accept the sudden descent of 
darkness, shutting out all the 
world they took for granted so 
long. It has required time to re- 
vive their spirits even to the point 
of being willing to try something, 
to bestir themselves from tragic 
inner contemplation and take up 
again the simple task of being 
alive. 

For the first few days in the 
shop—the Atlanta Community 
Shop at 59 Ormond street—they 
strive valiantly, with a newly 
born enthusiasm. Then comes 
what is probably the most diffi- 
cult time of all. Most of them are 
unaccustomed to using their fin- 
gers. The simplified procedure of 
fitting the handle into a simple 
type of upright wooden vise, of 
finding the strands of straw or 
rope, of completing the typing of 
the bundle, of trimming the edges 
—this seems disappointingly slow, 
burdensome, and unpromising. 

Sometimes two years pass be- 
fore they are fully adjusted. 

But then what a change! 

Become Cheerful. 

They become cheerful, wholly 
philosophic—and __ self-supporting. 
They are different people, better 
people, often superior people in 
viewpoint and community value 
to the average run of folks who 
can use their eyes and think noth- 
ing of it. 

“I have found,” explains James 
C. Hightower, sightless superin- 
tendent of this unique agency of 
the Atlanta Community Fund, 


carefully and in detail just what 


to do and then leave them to 
themselves to do it. It never fails | 
to work. And while they are! 
learning to turn out mops or'| 
brooms or rubber mats, they are| 
learning a much more worthwhile 
thing. 

“Somehow, though this use of 
their remaining faculties in a 
worthwhile undertaking they find 
happiness. At least they find con- 
tentment. I am sure their faces 
change, although I can’t see that 
myself. But their voices do, I 


know.” 
11 Years Old, 

The shop was started 11 years 
ago and moved in _ September, 
1938, to its present quarters, an 
old garage building, now equip- 
ped with electric fans in summer 
and a central overhead heater in 
winter. 

Here 23 men and three women 
work. Much of their output, espe- 
cially the large brooms, are ab- 
sorbed by the Army. Congress 
adopted a statute two years ago 
giving them a certain quota of 
the government’s requirements 
and the law now is in effect. 

If there were larger quarters, 
more resources, the number of 
workes needing this vital, hu- 
mane help taken in could be dou- 
bled or quadrupled. Something 
might be done for blind Negroes, 
for whom no facilities exist. 

Hightower, a remarkable me- 
chanic and a self-developed psy- 
chologist of ability through his 
years of indirect consoling of the 
newcomers and valiant support- 
ing of all, is very hopeful this) 
will be done. 

An expert broom maker him-| 
self, blind since he was 21, the 
small, stooped superintendent, | 
now past 50, can make tools or| 
drawings, fix machinery and} 
judge the quality of the broom, 
corn, rope, handles and rubber | 
which the shop purchases. His | 
“eyes” are a youthful, devoted | 
bookkeeper, Harold Booth, who, 
constitutes the office staff. |

this simple record: The shop to- 
day gives employment to four 
times the original number—at 
one-fourth the original cost. 

The brooms and mops are best 
suited to blind talent, Hightower 
believes, especially brooms. But 
the rubber mat field is satisfac- 
tory. The workers string prepared 
bits of rubber, red and _ black, 
upon wire frames, and join them. 
The result is remarkably eye-ar- 
resting and-useful, and very sal- 
able. 

“If any doubters want to see 
whether the Community Fund is 
a good thing, send them out here,” 
says Hightower. “In ten minutes 
they’ll be convinced, if they have) 
hearts or are interested in the 
whole community welfare.” 

Many types work there. A for- 
mer auditor now is making ex- 
cellent brooms, and finds life 
good. One elderly woman expertly 
operates a hand-operated ma- 
chine which produces’ whisk 
brooms. She was a housewife. 
Another, a man of strikingly in- 
telligent appearance, once a pros- 
perous salesman, now takes an 
artist’s pride in the completeness 
of his mops. 

So it goes. 

Once they had no more thought 
of becoming blind—than you have 
now.

The mayor of 
ithe town opened an emergency re- 
‘lief fund for the victums, himself 
donating $4,000. 

While no official total was giv- 
en, there were heavy casualties 
‘in London, in Liverpool and two 
industrial northeast towns not 
further identified. In those two

To charm you, a dictator would need to control 
what you read and hear and such control can only 
come if you permit it.

For example you could, by law, merely fdeny or 
curb the right of merchants and manufacturers to 
advertise their wares.

With the revenue from 
you, the reader, and from advertising, the papers 
hire reporters, buy telegraph services, pay. for paper 
and ink. Take away those revenues and a news- 
paper would starve—until a dictator gave it a sub- 
sidy. In return for this subsidy he would naturally 
want his own ideas printed and no others. 


There are other roads to dictatorship but this one 
is probably the quickest—if you’re looking for such 


a road.

PRINCETON, N. J., Oct. 14.—A rise in Wendell Willkie’s popular 
strength in Illinois, Ohio, Indiana, and Michigan—four of the most 
important midwestern states—is revealed in the latest Institute survey 
on the presidential campaign. The rise, noted in interviewing which 
took place between September 28 and October 9, has been sufficient 
to shift all of these states except Ohio from the Democratic column 
to the Republican column, adding a rich prize of 62 electoral votes 
to Willkie’s score. 

The shift emphasizes the fact that the campaign still has every 
element of a horse race as it rounds the turn into home stretch. In 
the early days of the campaign, the Institute found Illincis, Indiana,

and Michigan in the Republican column by a very narrow margin. 
Then, along with most of the other states in the Union, they shifted 
to the Democratic side by an equally small percentage. Today they 
are back on the Republican side, but again by a narrow margin.
